DOOLITTLE AND TOP MEMRERS OF HIS STAFF TODAY GAVE EISUNHOWER A

IMPROVEMENTS IN THE TOP GOVERNMENT INTELLIGENCE OUTFIT. 


DOOLITTLE ISSUED 4 STATEMENT SAYING, "IN SPITE OF THE LIMITATIONS, 
IMPOSED BY ITS RELATIVELY SHORT LIFE AND RAPID EXPANSICN, IT (THE CTA) 
IS DOING * CREDITABLF JOB." 


DOOLITTLE ADDED: 

"THERE ARE, HOWEVER, IMPORTANT AREAS IN WHICH THE CIA ORGANIZATION, 
ADMINISTRATION AND OH RATIONS CAN AND SHOULD PE IMPROVED. THE AGENCY 
IS AWARE OF THESE PROBLEMS AND IN MANY CASES STEPS ARE BEING TAKEN 
TOWARD THEIR SOLUTION." 


IT WAS UNDERSTOCD THE STUDY GROUP'S RECOMMENDATIONS=-IF FOLLOWED 
BY THE PRESIDENT-*-wOULD PE HANDLED WITHIN THE CIA AND THERE WOULD BE 
NO PUBLIC ANNOUNCEMENT OR CONGRESSIONAL LEGISLATION STEMMING FROM THE 


DOOLITTLE INQUIRY. 


THE WHITE HOUSE HAD EMPHASIZED PREVIOUSLY THAT THE DOOLITTLE STUDY 
IS SEPARATE FROM ANOTHER INVESTIGATICN BEING MADE OF THE OVERALL 
ORGANIZATIONAL PROBLEMS OF THE NATION'S INTELLIGENCE SERVICES. THAT IS 
PEING UNDERTAKEN PY A TASK FORCE OF THE HOOVER COMMISSTON ON GOVERNMENT 
REORGANIZATION, THE TASK FORCE IS HEADED BY RETIRED GEN. MARK W. CUARK. 
DOOLITTLE SAID HIS GROUP CONCLUDED THAT:
